Amidst the confusion of kingdoms and empires, does 
progression stop, or does the period approach marked 
out by prophetic inspiration? Are the signs so clearly 
given for our warning by the beloved Messiah evidently 
manifesting themselves? Are men's hcartjp failing them 
for fear? Are the most subtle political arrangements 
crumbling into dust and exhibitmg the weakness and 
instability of all human inventions? Are we, like the 
Israelites of old, turning to worship the golden calf, and 
saying, like the fool in his heart, There is no God ? If so, 
surely it is a time to call back the wavering, superstitious, 
wandering, and infidel spirit of the age to those sublime 
truths which have been gradually casting the light of 
civilization into the world; and, from this Kock, challenge 
all the depths and accumulation of philosophic lore to 
produce any form of laws, or any code of morals, com- 
parable with the spirit of the Gospel, or upon which the 
superstructure of society^ can be so safely and firmly 
based; its power extending to the present, harmonizing 
all institutions framed upon its pure influence, as well as 
holding out to individuals, both for the present and 
future, a larger, firmer share of spiritual hope, comfort, 
consolation, and reward, than ever the wit of man could 
even devise. 

Therefore I make no apology for placing the Gospels 
of the four Evangelists before you in this form, the 
motive and feeling being the perpetual recurrence of the 
question, 

•* Why do we neglect so great salvatloii an^ Vtwqtw- 
ledge?" Is it that the struggle to obtain the "aece%«iWt\^%^ 
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the comforts, the luxuries of life, occupy so large a share 
of our time ? 

Or that the progress and acquirement of scientific or 
practical knowledge precludes us from the study of 
our eternal concerns by the pressure for present temporal 
advantages } 

Or that to achieve success requires the entire of our 
time, faculties, and memory, and so leaves not a trifling 
comer for that essential, sober reflection, which makes 
men ask themselves, 

** What shall it profit me if I gain the whole world 
and lose my own soul? Or what shall I give in exchange 
for my soul?" 

Shall immortal beings be content to incur the risk of 
losing their Souls upon the strength of excuses ? 

No ! no ! Your heavenly Father forbids ye to be so 
content, and says, ** Awake thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead, and Christ shall give thee light! " Seek, 
and ye shall find ! Ask, and it shaU be given you ! Knock, 
and it shall be opened ! 

These reflections decided me to arrange the four 
Gospels in such manner as I hoped would assist the 
memory, induce comparison and research, interest and 
rouse man to the welfare of his soul, and call the attention 
of the indiflerent or careless to some striking truths, not 
always obvious to those who, travelling hastily and im- 
patiently through the pilgrimage of their earthly trials, 
tarry not to refresh their broken strength and spirit at the 
pure and delicious spring as they pass; but with a weary 
and discontented mind deem all vanity, vexation, and 
delusion, and in that feeling reject, overlook, and under- 
value the gentle stream of Christian love, consolation, 
and resolution, which swells into everlasting life and 
faith. Kind Readers, may the pure and Holy Spirit of 
Truth guide you to the true Source, and give you power 
and energy to drink at it to your eternal welfare ! 



INTRODUCTION. 



The four writers of the history and doctrine of our 
blessed Sayiour were from the earliest ages termed 
Evangelists, or writers of good tidings, and under the 
speciad inspiration of the Holy Ghost or Comforter, as 
sent by our blessed Lord after his ascension, and in con- 
formity with his promise to his disciples — ** Howbeit, 
when ne the Spirit of Truth is come, he will guide you 
into all Truth.'' So we must deem that all things 
essential to be known were by them recorded for the 
benefit of all ages. 

Though the narratives of the Gospels as to time do not 
appear to have that consecutive arrangement which 
carries with it tiie power of impressing the memory as a 
matter of simple history, yet the facts stated are each in 
themselves so perfect and instructive, that it seems 
foolish to wish the detail of our Saviour's life to have 
been more copious: and we should never forget what 
St. John says: — 

** And there are also many other things which Jesus 

did, the which, if they should be written every one, 

I suppose that even the world itself could not contain 

the books that should be written/' 
We should also feel doubly grateful that the means are 
80 well adapted to the end. As life is short, so is the 
lesson of the wayfaring pilgrim clearly laid down in the 
discourses of our Saviour, within the comprehension of 
the humblest intellect, and he that nms may read. 

Our Saviour declares, in confirmation of the Jewish 
law and commandments, that he came not to destroy, but 
to fulfil : and the benevolence of his mission was mani- 
fested and exalted above and beyond the Jewish covenaxit 
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by a new commandment, majestically and impressively 
declared by himself: 

** A new commandment I give unto you, That ye 

love one another; as I have loved you, that ye also 

love one another : by this shall men know that ye are 

my disciples, if ye have love one to another." 
This solemn command thus trebly repeated, urged by 
example, and frequently expatiated upon to shew its 
efficacy and necessity, as the first and leading point of 
the Christian character, cannot occupy too much of our 
reflection, and ought to be ever present to our thoughts. 

How happy would all be on earth had this one simple 
command obtained the obedience due to it; and how 
sweet would the incense of that homage have ascended to 
the heavenly mind that gave it utterance, had the evil 
and bad passions of men been subdued to its holy power ! 

Header, may this holy love possess thy spirit to its 
present joy and future hope ; and may it urge thee in an 
earnest search for truth to the comforting and confirming 
thee in a steadfast faith in thy God and Saviour ! 

Although the Gospels of each of the Evangelists relate 
some circumstances and doctrines in common to all four, 
yet each will be foxmd to have its own peculiar facts and 
doctrines, suited to the purposes and occasion for which 
it was written, and which are referred to in the short 
epitome of their respective biographies. 

Nevertheless, there have not been wanting persons, 
who, regardless of the general harmony of the Gospels, 
their distinct agreement as to doctrine, morality, and 
facts, who from a cavilling spirit have pretended to find 
little differences : to such persons it is better to leave these 
foolish contentions, — praying and trusting, that, in His 
due season, the All- wise jDisposer of events, will lift the 
veil from their eyes, and remove all unhappy doubts. 
On our parts, let us hold on firmly to that which can 
alone afford us contentment and peace on earth, and a 
good hope of eternal happiness in heaven, the tender 
mercy of our Creator, and the all-sufficient merit and 
atonement of our blessed Saviour — ^laying the Record of 
John the Baptist to our hearts. 

And John bare record, saying, '* I saw the Spirit de- 
scending firom heaven like a Dove, and it abode upon him. 
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And I knew him not : but he that sent me to baptize with 
water, the same said unto me, Upon whom thou shalt see 
the Spirit descending, and remaining on him, the same is 
he wMch baptizeth with the Holy Ghost. And I saw, and 
bare record, that this is the Son of God." 

It may be proper to shew that all cavilling objections, 
8mall differences, or constructions, become mere shadowy 
vapours when contrasted with the consistent majestic 
Spirit of Gospel Truth, historical fact, prophetic corrobo- 
ration, fulfilled and fulfilling. 

The prophet Daniel, greatly beloved of the Lord, gave 
to the Hebrew nation his prophecy as to the period they 
were to look for the Messitdi, as described by Isaiah. Ais 
that period adyanced, the whole Jewish nation anticipated 
with expectation its fulfilment. Their heathen governor 
Herod, also in fear for his temporal authority, issued his 
edict for the murder of the Innocents. The closing of the 
temple of Janus (in the reign of the Emperor Augustus 
C8e8ar),fthe symbol of universal peace, combines to mark 
the year when the Prince of Peace was ushered into the 
vricked world he came to redeem by a perfect and entire 
obedience, and a full perfect expiation for the sins of the 
worid to the offended justice of God. 

Socrates, the wisest of the heathen philosophers, in 
whose soul some beams of truth found entrance, was so 
deeply moved by the depth of superstition, degradation, 
cruelty, and folly into which mankind had fallen, that he 
could not help exclaiming that, '* Nothing but a power 
from heaven could recal and establish Truth." 

In mercy to mankind that Power did descend, and gave 
evidenceK)f its divine origin by proofs incontrovertible. 

By Truth, established and declared by the voice of God. 

By Miracles publicly performed — beyond natural means. 

By Wisdom unerring— Never man spake like this man. 

By Love unexampled — beyond the love of woman. 

By Death unmerited— a pure and unblemished expia- 
tion. 

By Kesurrection — Destroy this temple and in three 
days I will raise it up. 

By Manifestation — Visiting, conversing, and eating 
with his disciples after death. 
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By Ascension into heaven in presence of men and 
angels— ** Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up 
into heayen ? This same Jesus \(^hich is taken up from 
you int > heaven shall so come in like manner as ye have 
seen hira go into heaven." 

Yes, Header ! for thy comfort or dread he will so 
come, however scorn or infidelity may rage and doubt. 
The period is rapidly advancing, according to the spirit 
of prophecy, combined with the testimony of our Blessed 
Saviour himself— see 840 Matthew, also 960 Luke. 
St. John also, in the power of the Spirit in hisKevelations, 
relates, in unison with our Saviour's prophetic words, 
the circumstances which shall precede this second coming 
in Glory and to Judgment. 

The Shepherd has given his warning! he has fed, 
nourished, entreated, persuaded, and paid the price of 
his blood for his flock ; and stiU says, "Watch and pray. 
Trim your lamps, for ye know neither the day nor the 
hour when the Son of man cometh. For as the light- 
ning cometh out of the east and shineth even unto the 
west, so shall also the coming of the Son of man be!" 
And in the last chapter of the Kevelations is it not said ? 
"Seal not the sayings of the prophecy of this book: for 
the time is at hand. And, behold, I (the Alpha and 
Omega) come quickly ; and my reward is with me, to 
give every man according as his work shall be. Even 
80, come, Lord Jesus." Amen.

ST. MATTHEW. 



St. Matthew (called by St. Mark, ** Levi the son of 
Alphseus," and by St. John simply ''Levi'') was a pub- 
lican, or collector of taxes under the Roman GoTemment ; 
he was called by onr Saviour as he sat at his usual seat 
of custom to coUect the dues ; he did not evince a mo- 
ment's hesitation, but promptly responded to the call, 
abandoned his occupation, although lucrative, devoted 
himself to the service, was a witnesss of the miracles, a 
hearer of the instructions, and a faithful and humble 
follower of his divine Master. From these combined 
circumstances, St. Matthew was eminently qualified to 
write his pure and excellent Gospel. 

He continued with the other disciples and apostles after 
the crucifixion, as a witness and bearing testimony of the 
resurrection and glorious ascension of the blessed Jesus, 
receiving with the other disciples the gift of the Holy 
Spirit, which empowered him to place in writing before 
mankind all that part of the doctrine and life of our 
Saviour which was essential to our rightly estimating the 
precious gift of our redemption ; and especiallv to demon- 
strate to the Jews the literal fulfilment of all the scrip- 
tural prophecies in reference to the blessed Messiah, at 
that especial time expected and looked for by the whole 
Jewish nation in conformity with those prophecies. 

How awfully does he detail the circumstances that led 
the Jews to that fearful imprecation, — ** His blood be on 
us and on our children ;'' and how manifest has been the 
punishment of that unbelieving, proud, and cruel nation, 
who washed their hands in the blood of innocency, 
although a heathen governor proclaimed the injustice by 
washing his hands and dcclarmg himself imioe^TLX ol \>1^ 
blood of the H0J7 Jesus, 
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St. Matthew is said to have travelled through great part 
of the East, by his preaching overthrowing Idolatry and 
establishing Christianity. The manner of his death is 
uncertain. 

In St. Matthew's Gospel only are related the following 
facts, &c.: — 

The Visit of the Eastern Magi. 

The Flight into Egypt. 

The Slaughter of the Innocents. 

The Parable of the Ten Virgins. 

The Dream of Pilate's Wife. 

The arising and appearing of the Saints after the Re- 
surrection. 

The alleged Bribery of the Roman Guard. 

The Sermon on the Mount; and some other matters 
more in detail than the other Evangelists. 
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ST. MARK. 



St. Mark is not supposed to haye been a personal fol- 
lower of our Saviour, on account of his youth, but he 
was a member of the Christian community at Jerusalem 
(that body assembling in his mother's house) ; and it is 
considered, from the very acute and close description of 
every lapse of St. Peter and his close intimacy and com- 
panionship with that apostle, that this Qospel may be 
deemed the result, and was in must part probably written 
under the especial superintendence, of that zealous and 
bold assertor of his Master's divinity ; as well that the 
relation of the weaknesses and presumption of St. Peter 
is evidently made to manifest more strongly the divine, 
merciful, and saving power of Jesus. 

St. Mark having received the gift of the Holy Spirit, 
it does not of necessity follow that he required the assist- 
ance of St. Peter ; nor does it detract from the Holy Truth 
to connect the possible and natural means by which an 
inspired historian acquires his information or receives his 
holy impulses. 

St. Mark was a zealous labourer in propagating the 
truth, and sealed his faith and mission by martyrdom in 
Alexandria — his persecutors, the Egyptians, dragging 
him through the streets till the fle^h was torn from his 
bones. The Qreat Church of St. Mark, in Venice (where 
it is said is an autograph copy of his Qospel, now illegible) 
stands a memorial of the early reverence in which he was 
held : as does likewise St. Peter's, at Home, become a 
tributary witness to the original truth, however the clouds 
of error and superstition may at present envelop in mental 
darkness the unhappy devotees who frequent ila icv.^^tC\^- 
cent shrines. 
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There are several circumstances related by St. Mark 
not noticed by the other Evangelists, the chief are, viz. : — 

The casting out the Unclean Spirit of the Daughter of 
the Syrophenician Woman. 

The Cure of one Deaf and with Impediment of Speech. 

The Restoring Sight to the Blind Man, in chap. yiii. 
307» and following verses. 
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ST. LUKE. 



St. Luke, tlie beloved physician, in the chaste dedica- 
tion of his Gospel, modestly states that it seemed good 
to him, "having had perfect understanding of all things 
from the very first,*' to write them in order that not only 
Theophilus (who had been instructed therein), but that 
all might know their certainty and truth. 

St. Luke is thought to have been one of the seventy 
sent forth by our Lord Jesus in his lifetime, and the em- 
phatic and ever-blessed instruction, "Freely ye have 
received, freely give"! which was addressed to the twelve, 
we may infer was also an established law to the seventy. 

St. Luke's friendship and attachment to St. Paul elicit 
the same remark as to the comjtosition of his Gospel, as 
did the connection of St. Mark and St. Peter as to the 
influence of such relation. 

The highly cultivated intellect and education both of 
St. Luke and St. Paul rendered them meet companions: 
St. Paul brought up at the feet of Gamaliel, and St. Luke 
as a physician, educated for the performance of a class of 
duties requiring reflection and patient inquiry ; the one 
describing himself as born out of season, yet prepared by 
the Divine Spirit for his mission to the Gentile world, — 
the other by his love, and animated by the example of his 
great Teacher, desirous of curing both the soul and body 
by urging all men to embrace the truth in Christ Jesus. 

It is supposed St. Luke was with St. Paul and suffered 
martyrdom in Rome before he had finished the record of 
the Acts of the Apostles : happily for Christians he has 
recorded in his pure, gentle. Christian style, the accom- 
plishment of the last act of our Blessed Saviour's mission, 
his ascension into heaven, and the testimony of the two 
angels that he should revisit earth in like manner ; also 
the fulfilment of his gracious promise to Bend iXii^l^Ow'^ 
Spirit or Comforter, giving thereby to Yiia w^ob»\\^^ ^^ 
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gift of tongues, conferring and confirming all power ne- 
cessary to propagate truth in his holy name. 

The Gospel of St. Luke contains, as might be expected 
from such a well-prepared and regulated mind, many 
illustrations of subjects not noticed by his less-gifted 
though truthful fellow-labourers, and is adapted, it is 
cdhsidered, for the Gentile world, as was St. Matthew's 
Gospel for his Jewish countrymen.

The Journey of Two Disciples to Emmaus. 
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ST. JOHN. 



St. John, the youngest, the beloved disciple, called by 
our Saviour the Son of Thunder, who, though he fled 
with the rest in the agony of terror, yet returned in faith, 
and at Uie foot of the cross received the last words and 
precious legacy of his Divine Master: so thoroughly 
embued was St. John with the spirit of the Holy Jesus, 
that, when age and infirmity rendered him oUierwise 
powerless, he still found strength to reiterate the one — 
the new — commandment, — "Little Children, love one 
another." 

St. John was spared by the Holy One to see the fulfil- 
ment of the divine prophecies as to the destruction of 
Jerusalem and the dispersion of the Jews ; and we may 
admire and adore the wise dispensation which thus pre- 
served him to long life to write his Gospel, which makes 
clear the divinity of our Saviour, and corrected the early- 
errors with which the sinfulness of man strove to tarnish 
the bright lustre of truth and salvation. 

In his good tidings St. John has left to mankind such 
a record and outpouring gush of heavenly love and truth 
as could only be learned by one who had leaned on the 
holy and heavenly bosom of Incarnate Divinity ; and as 
from his divine lips and spirit he drank in the inspiration, 
so should we bind to our hearts his words of love, encou- 
ragement, and reproof, in the firm hope and faith of 
hearing with our own ears the voice of Christ himself, 
saying, ** Come, ye blessed, inherit the kingdom prepared 
for you from the beginning of the world." 

St. John wrote the Revelation in the Isle of Patmos ; 
and after the death of the Emperor Domitian the sentence 
of proscription was recalled by Nerva, and St. John re- 
turned to Ephesus, where he died at a Net^ ^<^^«Xi&>^^ 
age. 



XYIU ST. JOHN. 

St. John, with his characteristic feeling, relates more 
attempts on the life of his Saviour than either of the other 
Evangelists ; is more explanatory of Jewish customs and 
manners for general edification ; and more distinct and 
decided in all that relates to the divinity and dignity of 
the Holy Jesus. 

The &*st chapter sets out in all the boldness and sub- 
limity of truth the doctrine upon which is based the 
eternal mercy of the Creator. Therefore be advised; 
read, rejoice, and open your heart and soul to admit the 
light, that ye may thereby have power to become one of 
the Sons of God. AMEN.

JL of Herod, the king 
of Judsea, a certain Priest 
named Ztehalias, of the 
course of Abia: and his wife 
UHU of the daughters of 
Aaron, and her name was 
Elisabeth.

20 And he confessed, and 
denied not; but confessed, 
I am not the Christ. 



21 And they asked him. 
What then ? Art thou Elias ?

Art iho\iO[i3i\.i^to^\^^X.^ ^^^ 
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his people from their sins. 
22. 22 Now all this was 
done, that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken

23 And there was in their 
synagogue a man with an 
unclean spirit ; and he cried 
out. 



24 Saying, Let ua alone ; 
what haye we to do with 
thee, thou Jesus of Naza- 
reth ? art thou come to de- 
stroy us ? I know thee who 
thou art, the Holy One of 
God. 

25 And Jesus rebuked 
him, saying. Hold thy peace, 
and come oat of him. 



26 And when the unclean 
spirit had torn him, and 
cried with a loud voice, he 
came out of him. 



27 And they were all a- 
mased, insomuch that they 
questioned among them- 
selves, saying. What thing 
is thia ? what new doctrine 
is this ? for with authority 
commandeth he even the 
unclean spirits, and they do 
obey limn. 
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22 And when he came 
out, he could not speak unto 
them : and they perceived 
that he had seen a yision in 
the temple : for he beckoned 
unto them, and remained 
speechlesf). 

23 And it came to pass, 
that, as soon as the days of 
his ministration were ac- 
complished, he departed to 
his own house. 



24 And after those days 
hiswifeElisabeth conceived, 
and hid herself five months, 
saying, 



25 Thus hath the Lord 
dealt with me in the days 
wherein he looked on me, 
to take away my reproach 
among men. 

26 f And in the sixth 
month the angel Gabriel was 
sent from God imto a city 
of Galilee, named Nazareth, 



27 To a virgin espoused 
to a man whose name was 
Joseph, of the house of Da- 
vid ; and the virgin's name 
wtu Mary. 
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he answered, No. 

22 Then said they unto 
him. Who art thou? that 
we may give an answer to 
them tnat sent us. What 
sayest thou of thyself ? 



23 He said, I am the voice 
of one crying in the wilder- 
ness, Make straight the way 
of the Lord, as said the pro- 
phet Esaias. 



24 And they which were 
sent were of the Pharisees. 



25 And they asked him, 
and said unto him, Why 
baptizest thou then, if thou 
be not that Christ, nor Elias, 
neither that prophet ? 

26 John answered them, 
saying, I baptize with wa- 
ter : but there standeth one 
among you, whom ye know 
not; 



27 He it is, who coming 
after me is preferred before 
me, whose shoe's latchet I 
am not worthy to imloose.

32. 7 Then Herod, when 
he had privily called the 
wise men, enquired of 
them diligently what time 
the star appeared.

26 For as the Falser hath

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them. 



193. 21 IT Not every one 
tliat saith unto me, iiOrd, 
Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of heaven ; 
but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which 
is in heaven. 

194. 22 Many will say to 
me in that day. Lord, 
Lord, have we not pro- 
phesied in thy name? 
and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and in 
thy name done many 
wonderful works ? 



195. 23 And then will I 
profess unto them, I 
never knew you : depart 
from me, ye that work 
iniquity.

26 But unto none of them 
was Elias sent, save unto 
Sarepta, a city of Sidon, 
unto a woman that waa a 
widow. 



27 And many lepers were 
in Israel in the time of £li- 
seuB the prophet; and none 
of them was eUansed, saving 
Naaiyiftn the Syrian. 
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given to the Son to have 
life in himself ; 



27 And hath given him 
authority to execute judg- 
ment also, becausehe is the 
Son of man. 



28 Marvel not at this : for 
the hour is coming, in the 
which all that are in the 
graves shall hear his voice, 



29 And shall come forth ; 
they that have done good, 
unto the resurrection of life; 
and they that have done 
evil, unto the resurrection 
of damnation. 

30 I can of mine own self 
do nothing : as I hear, I 
judge : and my judgment is 
just ; because I seek not 
mine own will, but the will 
of the father which hath 
sent me. 

31 If I bear witness of 
myself, my witness is not 
true.

choke the word, and he 
becometh unfruitful. 

418. 23 But he that re- 
ceived seed into the good 
gpround is he that heareth 
the word, and under- 
standeth it; which also 
beareth fruit, and bring- 
eth forth, some an hun- 
dredfold, some sixty, 
some thirty. 

419. 24 H Another parable 
put he forth unto them, 
saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is likened unto a 
man which sowed good 
seed in his field : 

420. 25 But while men 
slept, his enemy came 
and sowed tares among 
the wheat, and went his 
way. 
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421. 26 ^ut when the blade 
was sprung up, and 
brought forth fruit, then 
appeared the tares also. 



422. 27 So the servants of 
the housholder came and 
said unto him, Sir, didst 
not thou sow good seed 
in thy field ? from whence 
then hath it tares? 

423. 28 He said unto them, 
An enemy hath done this. 
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45 For even the Son of 
man came not to be minis- 
tered unto, but to minister, 
and to give his life a ransom 
for many. 



46 And they came to Je- 
richo : and as he went out 
of Jericho with his disci]^ 
and a great number of peo- 
ple, blind Bartimseus, the 
son of Timeus, sat by the 
highway Fide begging. 

47 And when he heard 
that it was Jesus of Naza- 
reth, he began to cry out, 
and say, Jesus, thou Son of 
David, have mercy on me. 



48 And many charged hini 
that he should hold his 
peace: but he cried the more 
a great deal. Thou Son of 
David, have mercy on me. 

49 And Jesus stood still, 
and commanded him to be 
called. And they call the 
blind man, saying unto him, 
Be of good comfort, rise ; he 
calleth thee. 

50 And he, casting away 
his garment, rose, and came 
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10 And the apostles, when 
they were returned, told him 
all that they had done. And 
he took them, and went a- 
side privately into a desert 
place belonging to the city 
called BethsiAida. 



11 And the people, when 
they knew it, followed him : 
and he received them, and 
spake unto them of the king- 
dom of God, and healed them 
that had need of healing. 

12 And when the day be- 
gan to wear away, then came 
the twelve, and said unto 
him. Send the multitude a- 
way, that they may go into 
the towns and country round 
about, and lodge, and get 
victuals: for we are here in 
a desert place. 

13 But he said unto them. 
Give ye them to eat. And 
they said. We have no more 
but five loaves and two fishes ; 
except we should go and buy 
meat for all this people. 

14 For they were about 
five thousand men. And he 
said to his disciples. Make 
them sit down by fifties in a 
company. 

15 And they did so, and 
made them all sit down.

22 These words spake his 
parents, because they feared 
the Jews : for the Jews had 
agreed already, that if any 
man did confess that he was 
Christ, he should be put out 
of the synagogue.

428. 33 Another parable 
spake he unto them ; The 
kingdom of heaven is like 
unto leaven, which a 
woman took, and hid in 
three measured of meal, 
till the whole was lea- 
vened.

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6 f He spake also this 
parable ; A certain man had 
a fig tree planted in his vine- 
yard; and he came and 
sought fruit thereon, and 
found none. 

7 Then said he unto the 
dresser of his vineyard, Be- 
hold, these three years I 
come seeking fruit on this 
fig tree, and find none: cut 
it down ; why cumbereth it 
the ground ? 

8 And he answering said 
unto him, Lord, let it alone 
this year also, till I shall 
dig about it, and dung it: 



9 And if it bear fruit, well: 
and if not, then after that 
thou shalt cut it down. 



10 And he was teaching 
in one of the synagogues on 
the sabbath. 



11 And, behold, there 
was a woman which had a 
spirit of infirmity eighteen 
years, and was bowed toge- 
ther, and could in no wise 
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7 If ye had known me^e 
should have known my "Ftk- 
ther also : and from hence- 
forth ye know him, and have 
seen him. 

8 Philip saith unto him. 
Lord, shew us the Father, 
and it su/fficeth us. 



9 Jesus saith unto him, 
Have I been so long time 
with you, and yet hast thou 
not known me, Philip? he 
that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father; and how sayest 
thou then, Shew us the Fa- 
ther? 

10 Believest thou not that 
I am in the Father, and the 
Father in me? the words 
that I speak unto you I 
speak not of myself: but 
the Father that dwelleth in 
me, he doeth the works. 

11 Believe me that I am 
in the Father, and the Fa- 
ther in me : or else believe 
me for the very works' sake. 



12 Verily, verily, I say 
unto you. He that believ^th 
on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also ; and greater 
toork9 ihwv t\L<eft^ s5SaSL\!ka 
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steal, Thou shalt not 
bear false witness, 

637. 19 Honour thy father 
and thy mother: and, 
Thou shalt loTe thy 
neighbour as thyselC 

638. 20 The young man 
saith unto him. All these 
things have I kept from 
my youth up : what lack 
I yet? 

639. 21 Jesus said unto 
him, If thou wilt be per- 
fect, go and sell that thou 
hast, and give to the poor, 
and thou shalt haye trea- 
sure in heaven : and come 
and follow me. 



640. 22 But when the young 
man heard that saying, 
he went away sorrowful: 
for he had great posses- 
sions. 



641. 23 Then said Jesus 
imto his disciples. Verily 
I say unto you, That a 
rich man shall hardly 
enter into the kingdom 
of heaTcn. 

642. 24 And again I say 
imto you, It is easier for 
a camel to go through 
the eye of a needle, than 
for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. 
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26 And the superscription 
of his accusation was written 
over, THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. 

27 IT And with him they 
crucify two thieves ; the one 
on his right hand, and the 
other on his left. 

28 And the Scripture was 
fulfilled, which saith. And 
he was numbered with the 
transgressors. 



29 And they that passed 
by railed on him, wagging 
their heads, and saying. Ah, 
thou that destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in 
three days, 

30 Save thyself, and come 
down from the cross. 



31 Likewise also the Chief 
Priests mocking said among 
themselves with the Scribes, 
He saved others; himself he 
cannot save. 



ST. LUKE, 
lift up herself, 

12 And when Jesus saw 
her, he called her to him, and 
said unto her, Woman, thou 
art loosed from thine infir- 
mity. 

13 And he laid his hands 
on her: and immediately 
she was made straight, and 
glorified God. 

14 And the ruler of the 
synagogue answered with 
indignation, because that 
Jesus had healed on the sab- 
bath day, and said unto the 
people, There are six days 
in which men ought to work : 
in them therefore come and 
be healed, and not on the 
sabbath day. 

16 The Lord then answer- 
ed him, and said, Thou hy- 
I>ocrite, doth not each one 
of you on the sabbath loose 
his ox or his ass from the 
stall, and lead him away to 
watering ? 

16 And ought not this 
woman, being a daughter of 
Abraham, whom Satan hath 
bound, lo, these eighteen 
years, be loosed from this 
bond on the sabbath day ? 

17 And when he had said 
these things, all his adyer- 
saries were ashamed: and 
all the people rejoiced for 
all the glorious things that 
were done by him. 
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do ; because I go \mto my 
Father. 

13 And whatsoever ye 
shall ask in my name, that 
will I do, that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son. 

14 If ye shall ask any 
thing in my name, I will 
do it. 



15 If ye love me, keep 
my commandments. 



16 And I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that 
he may abide with you for 
ever; 



17 Even the Spirit of truth ; 
whom the world cannot re- 
ceive, because it seeth him 
not, neither knoweth him : 
but ye know him ; for he 
dwelleth with you, and shall 
be in you. 

18 I will not leave you 
comfortless : I will come to 
you. 
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643. 25 When his disciples 
heard itt they were ex- 
ceedinsly amazed, say^ 
ing, Who then can be 
saved? 

644. 26 But Jesus beheld 
them, and said unto them, 
With men this is impos- 
sible ; but with God all 
things are possible. 



645. 27 Then answered 
Peter and said unto him, 
Behold, we have forsaken 
all, and followed thee ; 
what shall we have there- 
fore? 

646. 28 And Jesus said 
unto them. Verily, I 8ay 
unto you. That ye which 
have followed me, in the 
regeneration when the 
Son of man shall sit in 
the throne of his glory, 
ye also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel. 

647. 29 And every one that 
hath forsaken houses, or 
brethren, or sisters, or 
father, or mother, or wife, 
or children, or lands, for 
my name's sake, shall 
receive an hundredfold,

648. 30 But many that are 
first shall be last; and 
the last shall be first. 
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32 Let Christ the King of 
Israel descend now from the 
cross, that we may see and 
believe.

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13 No senrant can senre 
two masters: for either he 
will hate the one, and love 
the other; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise 
the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and mammon. 

14 IT And the Pharisees 
also, who were covetous, 
heard all these things ; and 
they derided him. 



15 And he said unto them. 
Ye are they which justify 
yourselves before men ; but 
God knoweth your hearts : 
for that which is highly es- 
teemed among men is abo- 
mination in the sight of God. 

16 The Law and the Pro- 
phets to^r^untilJohn: since 
that time the kingdom of 
God is preached, and every 
man presseth into it. 

17 And it is easier for 
heaven and earth to pass, 
than one tittle of the law to 
faU. 



18 Whosoever putteth a- 
way his wife, and marrleth 
another, committeth adul- 
tery: and whosoever mar- 
rieth her that is put away 
from her husband commit- 
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25 O righteous Father, 
the world hath not knowti 
thee : but I haveknownthee, 
and these have known that 
thou hast sent me. 



26 And I have declared 
unto them thy name, and 
will declare t^: that the love 
wherewith thou hast loved 
ve may be in them, and I 
in them.

771 . 43 He saith unto them, 
How then doth David in 
spirit call him Lord, say- 
ing, 

772. 44 The Lord said un- 
to my Lord, Sit thou on 
my right hand, till Imake 
thme enemies thy foot- 
stool? 



773. 46 If David then call 
him Lord, how is he his 
Bon?

9 Doth be thank that ser- 
vant because he did the 
things that were commanded 
him ?

19 f And theChiefPriests 
and the Scribes the same 
hour sought to lay hands on 
him; and they feared the 
people : for they perceived 
that he had spoken this pa- 
rable against them. 

20 And they watched Atm, 
and sent forth spies, which 
should feign themselves just 
men, that they might take 
hold of his words, that so 
they might deliver him unto 
the power and authority of 
the governor.

28 Saying, Master, Moses 
wrote unto us. If any man's 
broiler die, haying a wife, 
and he die without children, 
that his brother should take 
his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

29 There were therefore 
seven brethren! and the first 
took a wife, and died with- 
out children. 

30 And the second took 
her to wifc^ and he died 
childless. 

31 And the third took 
her; and in like manner 
the seyen also: and they 
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precious ointment, and 

Eonred it on his h^id, as 
e sat at meat, 

918. 8 But when his dis- 
ciples saw it, they had 
indignation, saying. To 
what purpose i$ this 
waste? 

919. 9 For this ointment 
might haye been sold 
Ibr much, and given to 
the poor. 

920. 10 When Jesus un- 
derstood it, he said unto 
them. Why trouble ye 
the woman r for she hath 
wrought a good work 
upon me. 

921. 11 For ye haye the 
poor always with you; 
but me ye haye not al- 
ways. 



922. 12 For in that she 
hath poured this oint- 
ment on my body, she 
did it for my burial. 



923. 13 Verily I say unto 
you, Wheresoeyer this 
Gospel shall be preached 
in the whole world, there 
shall also this, that this 
woman hath done, be 
told for a memorial of 
her. 

924. 14 f Then one of 
the twelve, ealled Judas 
Iscariot, went unto the 
CliiefPriestSy 
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left no children, and died. 



32 Last of all the woman 
died also. 



33 Therefore in the re- 
surrection whose wife of 
them is she } for seyen had 
her to wife. 

34 And Jesus answering 
said unto them, The child- 
ren of this world marry, and 
are giyen in marriage : 



35 But they which shall 
be accounted worthy to ob- 
tain that world, and the re- 
surrection from the dead, 
neither marry, nor are giyen 
in marriage : 

86 Neither can they die 
any more: for they are 
equal unto the angels; and 
are the children of God, 
being the c}iUdren of the 
resurrection. 

87 Now that the dead are 
raised, eyen Moses shewed 
at the bush, when he calleth 
the Lord the God of Abra- 
ham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the Qod of Jacob.

46 Beware of the Scribes, 
which desire to walk in long 
robes, and love greetings 
in the markets, and the 
highest seats in the syna- 
gogues, and the chief rooms 
at feasts; 
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933. 23 And he answered 
and said. He that d^peth 
his hand with me in the 
dish, the same shall be- 
tray me. 

934. 24 The Son of man 
soeth as it is written of 
him: but woe unto that 
man by whom the Son 
of man is betrajed! it 
had been good for that 
man if he had not been 
bom. 

935. 25 Then Jndas, which 
betrayed him, answered 
and said, Master, is it I ? 
He said unto him, Thou 
hast said. 

936. 26 And as they were 
eating, Jesus took bread, 
and blessed t^, and brake 
ii, and gave it to the dis- 
ciples, and said. Take, 
eat; this is my body. 

937. 27 And he took the 
cup, and gave thanks, 
and gave it to them, say- 
ing, Drink ye all of it ;

943. 33 Peter answered and 
said unto him. Though 
all men shall be offended 
because of thee, yet will 
I never be offended. 

944. 34 Jesus said unto him, 
Verily I say imto thee, 
That this night, before 
the cock crow, thou shalt 
deny me thrice. 

945. 35 Peter said unto 
him. Though I should 
die with thee, yet will I 
not deny thee. Likewise 
also said all the disciples. 



946. 36 Then cometh Jesus 
with them unto a place 
called Gethsemane, and 
saith unto the disciples. 
Sit ye here, while I go 
and pray yondei. 
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shall these things he? and 
what sign unU there be when 
these things shall come to 
pass? 

8 And he said, Take heed 
that ye be not deceived: for 
many shall come in my name, 
saying, I am CAmt; and the 
time draweth near: go ye 
not therefore after them. 



9 But when ye shall hear 
of wars and commotions, be 
not terrified: for these things 
must first come to pass ; but 
the end is not by and by. 

10 Then saidhe unto them. 
Nation shall rise against na- 
tion, and kingdom against 
kingdom : 

11 And great earthquakes 
shall be in divers places, and 
famines, and pestilences ; 
and fearful sights and great 
signs shall there be from 
heaven. 

12 But before all these, 
they shall lay their hands 
on you, and persecute you, 
delivering you up to the sy- 
nagogues, and into prisons, 
being brought before kines 
and rulers for my names 
sake. 

13 And it shall turn to 
you for a testimony. 
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947. 37 And he took with 
him Peter and the two 
sons of Zebedee, and be- 
gan to be sorrowful and 
very heayy. 

948. 38 Then saith he unto 
them, my soul is exceed- 
ing sorrowful, eyen unto 
death: tarry ye here, and 
watch with me. 

949. 39 And he went a little 
fiirther, and fell on his 
fftce, and prayed, saying, 
O my Father, if it 1^ 
possible, let this cup pass 
from me : nevertheless 
not as I will, but as thou 
toUi. 

950. 40 And he cometh 
unto the disciples, and 
findeth them asleep, and 
saith unto Peter, What, 
could ye not watch with 
me one hour ? 

951. 41 Watch and pray, 
that ye enter not into 
temptation: the spirit 
indeed is willing, but the 
flesh M weak. 

952. 42 He went away a- 
gain the second time, and 
prayed, saying, O my 
father, if this cup may 
not pass away from me, 
except I drink it, thy 
will be done. 

953. 43 And he came and 
found them asleep again : 
for their eyes were heavy. 



954, 44 And he left them, 
and went away a^am 
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14 Settle it therefore in 
your hearts, not to meditate 
Defore what ye ehaU. answer : 



15 For I will giye you a 
mouth and wisdom, which 
all your adversaries shall 
not be able to gainsay nor 
resist. 

16 And ye shall be betray- 
ed both by parents, and 
brethren, and kinsfolks, and 
Mends; and some of you 
shall they cause to be put to 
death. 



17 And ye shall be hated 
of all men for my name's 
sake. 



18 But there shall not an 
hair of your head perish. 



19 In your patience pos- 
sess ye your souls. 



20 And when ye shall see 
Jerusalem compassed with 
armies, then know that the 
desolation thereof is nigh. 

21 Then let them which 
are in Judasa flee to the 
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andpr ayed the third time, 
saying the same words. 



955. 45 Then cometh he 
to his disciples, and saith 
unto them. Sleep on now, 
and take your rest: be- 
hold, the hour is at hand, 
and the Son of man is 
betrayed into the hands 
of sinners. 

956. 46 Rise, letus be going : 
behold, he is at hand that 
doth betray me. 



957. 47 f And while he 
yet spake, lo, Judas, one 
of the twelve, came, and 
with him a great multi- 
tude with swords and 
staves, from the Chief 
Priests and elders of the 
people. 

958. 48 Now he that be- 
trayed him gave them a 
sign, saying, Whomso- 
ever I shaU kiss, that 
same is he: hold him 
&st. 

959. 49 And forthwith he 
came to Jesus, and said, 
Hail, master; and kissed 
him. 



960. 50 And Jesus said 
unto him, Frieiid,"w\i«ie- 
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mountains; and let them 
which are in the midst of it 
depart out; and let not them 
that are in the countries en- 
ter thereinto. 

22 For these be the days 
of vengeance, that all things 
which are written may be 
fulfilled. 



23 But woe unto them 
that are with child, and to 
them that give suck, in those 
days ! for there shall be great 
distress in the land, and 
wrath upon this people. 

24 And they shall fall by 
the ed^e of the sword, and 
shall be led away captive < 
into all nations : and Jeru- 
salem shall be trodden down 
of the Gentiles, until the 
times of the Gentiles be ful- 
filled. 

25 f And there shall be 
signs in the sun, and in the 
moon, and in the stars ; and 
upon the earth distress of 
nations, with perplexity ; 
the sea and the waves roar- 
ing; 

26 Men's hearts failing 
them for fear, and for look- 
ing after those things which 
are coming on the earth: for 
the powers of heaven shaJl 
be shaken. 

27 And then shall they 
see the Son of man coming 
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fore art thou come? Then 
came they and laid hands 
on Jesus, and took him. 

961. 51 And, behold, one 
of them which were with 
Jesus stretched out hia 
hand, and drew his 
sword, and struck a ser* 
Tant of the High Priest* s, 
and smote off his ear. 

962. 52 Then said Jesus 
unto him. Put up again 
tiiy sword into his place : 
for aJl they that take the 
sword shaU perish with 
the sword. 

963. 53 Thinkest thou that 
I cannot now pray to my 
Father, and he shall pre- 
sently give me more tnan 
twelve legions of angels ? 

964. 54 But how then shall 
the Scriptures be fulfil- 
led, that thus it must be ? 

965. 66 In that same hour 
said Jesus to the multi- 
tudes. Are ye come out 
as against a thief with 
swords and staves for to 
take me? I sat daily with 
you teaching in the tem- 
ple, and ye laid no hold 
on me. 

966. 66 But all this was 
done, that the Scriptures 
of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. Then jeSI the 
disciples forsook him, 
and fled. 

967. 67 And they that had 
laid hold on Jesua \e^\ 
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in a doud with power and 
great glory. 

28 And when these things 
begin to come to pass, then 
look up, and Jin up your 
heads; for your redemption 
draweth nigh. 



29 And he spake to them 
a parable; Benold the fig 
tree, and all the trees ; 



30 When they now shoot 
forth, ye see and know of 
your own selves that sum- 
mer is now nigh at hand. 

31 So likewise ye, when ye 
see these things come to pass, 
know ye that the kingdom 
of God is nigh at hand. 

32 Verily I say unto you. 
This generation shall not 
pass away, till aU be fulfilled. 



33 Heaven and earth shall 
pass away: but my words 
shall not pass away. 



84 And take heed to your- 
selves, lest at any time your 
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him away to Caiaphas 
the Hig|i Priest, where 
the Soibes and the elders 
were assembled. 

968. 58 But Peter followed 
him afar off unto the 
High Priest's palace, and 
went in, and sat with the 
servants, to see the end. 

969. 59 Now the Chief 
Priests, and elders, and 
all the council, sought 
false witness against Je- 
sus, to put him to death ; 

970. 60 But found none: 
yea, though many false 
witnesses came, yetfownd 
they none. At. the last 
came two false witnesses, 

971. 61 And said. This 
feUoto said, I am able to 
destroy the temple of 
God, and to build it in 
three days. 

972. 62 And the High 
Priest arose, and said 
unto him, Answerest 
thou nothing? what is 
it which these witness 
against thee ? 

973. 63 But Jesus held his 
peace. And the High 
Priest answered and said 
imto him, I adjure thee 
by the living God, that 
thou tell us whether thou 
be the Christ, the Son of 
Gtod. 

974. 64 Jesus saith imto 
him. Thou hast Mi<i\ 
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hearts be oyercharged with 
surfeiting, and druiucenness, 
and cares of this life, and so 
that day come upon you un- 
awares. 

35 For as a snare shall it 
come on all them that dwell 
on the face of the whole 
earth. 

36 Watch ye therefore, 
and pray always, that ye 
may be accounted worthy to 
escape all these things that 
shall come to pass, and to 
stand before the Son of man. 

37 And in the day time he 
was teaching in the temple; 
and at night he went out, 
and abode in the mount that 
is called the mount of Oliyes. 

38 And all the people 
came early in the morning 
to him in the temple, fbr to 
hear him. 

1 "VrOW the feast of un- 
J. 1 leayened bread drew 
nigh, which is called the 
Passoyer. 



2 And the Chief Priests 
and Scribes sought how they 
might kill him; for they 
feared the people. 



3 f Then entered Satan 
into Judas sumamed Isca- 
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neyertheless I say unto 
you, Hereafter shall ^e 
see the Son of man sit- 
ting on the right hand 
of power, and coming in 
the clouds of heaven. 

975. 65 Then the High 
Priest rent his clothes, 
saying, He hath spoken 
blasphemy; whatfurther 
need have we of witness- 
es? behold, now ye have 
heard his blasphemy. 

976. 66 What think jre? 
The^ answered and said. 
He IS guilty of death. 

977. 67 Then did they spit 
in his face, and buffeted 
him; and others smote 
him with the palms of 
their hands, 

978. 68 Saying, Prophesy 
unto us, mou Christ, 
Who is he that smote 
thee? 

979. 69 Now Peter sat 
without in the palace: 
and a damsel came unto 
Mm, saying. Thou also 
wast with Jesus of Gali- 
lee. 

980. 70 But he dented be- 
fore ^lem all, sayine, I 
know not what thou 
sayest. 

981. 71 And when he was 
gone out into the porch, 
another maid saw him, 
and said unto them that 
were there. This fellow 
waa aho with Jesus of 

Nazareth, \ 
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riot, being of the number of 
the twelve. 



4 And he went his way, 
and communed with the 
Chief Priests and captains, 
how he might betray him 
unto them. 



5 And they were glad, and 
coyenanted to give him 
money. 

6 And he promised, and 
sought opportunity to betray 
him imto them in the ab- 
sence of the multitude. 

7 If Then came the day of 
uideayened bread, when th& 
PassoTcr must be killed. 

8 And he sent Peter and 
John, saying, Go and pre- 
pare us the Passoyer, that 
we may eat. 



9 And they said unto him. 
Where wilt thou that we 
prepare ? 

10 And he said unto them, 
Behold, when ye are entered 
into the city, there shall a 
man meet you, bearing a 
pitcher of water ; follow him 
into the house wher^ he 
enter eth in. 
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982. 72 And again he de- 
nied with an oath, I do 
not know the man. 



983. 73 And after a while 
came unto him they that 
stood by, and said to 
Peter, Surely thou also 
art one of them; for thy 
speech bewrayeth thee. 

984. 74 Then began he to 
curse and to swear, aay- 
inff, I know not the man. 
And immediately the 
oockcrew. 

985. 76 And Peter remem- 
bered the word of Jesus, 
which said unto him. 
Before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And he went out, 
an d wept bit terly. 

986. ITTTHENthemom- 

VV inffwas come, 
all the Chief I^riests and 
elders of the people took 
counsel against Jesus to 
put him to death : 

987. 2 And when they had 
bound him, they led him 
away, and deliyered him 
to Pontius Pilate the go- 
yemor. 

988. 3 IT Then Judas, which 
had betrayed him, when 
he saw that he was con- 
demned, repented him- 
self, and brought affain 
die thirty pieces of suyer 

to the Chief Priesto and 
^18 
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1 1 And ye shall say unto 
the goodman of the house, 
The Master saith unto thee, 
Where is the guestchamber, 
where I shall eat the Pass- 
over with my disciples ? 

12 And he shall shew j^ou 
a large upper room furnish- 
ed: were make ready. 



13 And they went, and 
found as he had said unto 
them: and they made ready 
the Fassoyer. 

14 And when the hour 
was come, he sat down, and 
the twelye apostles with him. 



15 And he said unto them. 
With desire I have desired 
to eat this Fassoyer with you 
before I suffer : 



16 For I say unto you, 
I will not any more eat 
thereof, until it be folfilled 
in the kingdom of God* 

17 And he took the cup, 
and gaye thanks, and said, 
Take this, and divide it a- 
mong yourselves : 
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elders, 

989. 4 Saying, I have sinned 
in that I have betrayed 
the innocent blood. And 
they said, What w that 
to us? see thou to that, 

990. 6 And he cast down 
the pieces of silver in the 
temple, and departed, 
and went and hanged 
himself. 

991. 6 And the Chief Priests 
took the silver pieces, 
and said. It is not law- 
ful for to put them into 
the treasury, because it 
is the price of blood. 

992. 7 And they took coun- 
sel, and bought with 
them the potter's field, 
to bury strangers in. 

993. 8 Wherefore that field 
was called, The field of 
blood, unto this day. 

994. 9 Then was ftOfilled 
that which was spoken 
by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying. And they took 
the thirty pieces of sil- 
ver, the price of him that 
was valued, whom they 
of the children of Israel' 
did value; 

995. 10 And gave them for 
the potter's field, as the 
Lord appointed me. 

996. 11 And Jesus stood 
before the governor: and 
the govemoT asked '^m, 
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18 For I say unto you, I 
will not drink of the fruit of 
the vine, until ^e kingdom 
of God shall come. 

19 IT And he took bread, 
and gave thanks, and brake 
it, and ^ave unto them, say- 
ing. This is my body which 
is giyen for you: this do in 
remembrance of me. 

20 Likewise also the cup 
after supper, saying, This 
cup ia the new testament in 
my blood, which is shed for 
3rou. 

21 But, behold, the hand 
of him that betrayeth me ia 
with me on the table. 

22 And truly the Son of 
man ffoeth, as it was deters 
mined: but woe unto that 
man bywhom he is betrayed ! 

23 And they began to en- 
quire among themselves, 
which of them it was that 
should do this thing. 



24 And there was also a 
strife among them, which, of 
them should be accounted 
the greatest. 

25 And he said unto them , 
The kings of the Gentiles 
exercise lordship over them ; 
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saying, Art thou the King 
of the Jews ? And Jesus 
said unto him. Thou 
sayest. 

997. 12 And when he was 
aecused of the Chief 
Priests and elders, he 
answered nothing. 

998. 13 Then said Pilate 
unto him, Hearest thou 
not how many things 
they witness against 
thee? 

999. 14 And he answered 
him to neyer a word; 
insomuch that the go- 
yemor marvelled greatly. 

1000. 15 Now at that feast 
the governor was wont 
to r^ease imto the peo- 
ple a prisoner, whom 
they would. 

1001. 16 And they had then 
a notable prisoner, called 
Barabbas. 



1002. 17 Therefore when 
they were gathered to- 
gether, Pilate said unto 
them, Whom will ye 
that I release unto you? 
Barabbas, or Jesus which 
is called Christ? 

1003. 18 For he knew that 
for envy they had deli- 
yeredhim. 

1004. 19 When he was set 
down on the judgment 
Beat, his wife sent unXo 
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and they that exercise au- 
thority upon them are called 
benefactors. 

26 But ye shall not be so : 
but he that is greatest a- 
mong you, let him be as the 
younger; and he that is 
chief, as he that doth serve. 

27 For whether is greater, 
he tiiat sitteth at meat, or he 
that serveth ? is not he that 
sitteth at meat? but I am 
among you as he that serveth. 

28 Ye are they which have 
continued with me in my 
temptations. 

29 And I appoint unto 
you a kingdom, as my Fa- 
ther hath appointed unto 
me; 

30 That ye may eat and 
drink at my table in my 
kingdom, and sit on thrones 
judging the twelve tribes of 
Israel. 

31 And the Lord said, 
Simon, Simon, behold, Sa- 
tan hath desired to have 
you, that he may sift you as 
wheat: 



32 But I have pray^ed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not: 
and when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. 

33 And he said unto him. 
Lord, I am ready to go with 
thee, both into prison, and 
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him, sajing. Hare thou 
nothing to do wit^ that 
just man: fori have suf- 
fered many things this 
day in a dream &anse 
of him. 

1005. 20 But the Chief 
Priests and elders per- 
suaded the multitude 
that they should ask 
Barabbas, and destroy 
Jesus. 

1006. 21 The goyemor an- 
swered and said unto 
them, Whether of the 
twain will ye that I re- 
lease unto you? They 
said» Barabbas. 

1007. 22 Pilate saith unto 
them, What shall I do 
then with Jesus which 
is called Christ? TJiey 
all say unto him. Let 
him be crucified. 

1008. 23 And the goyemor 
said, Why, whateyilhath 
he- done ? But they cried 
out the more, saving, 
Let him be crucified. 



1009. 24 When Pilate saw 
that he could prevail no- 
thing, but tiuU rather a 
tumult was made, he 
took water, and washed 
Am hands before the mul- 
titude, saying, I am in- 
nocent of the blood of 
tbiB just person: see ye 
to it. 
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to death. 



34 And he said, I tell thee, 
Peter, the cock shall not 
crow this day, before that 
thou shalt thrice deny that 
thou knowest me. 

35 And he said unto them. 
When I sent you without 
purse, and scrip, and shoes, 
lacked ^e any thing ? And 
they said. Nothing. 

36 Then said he unto 
them. But now, he that hath 
a purse, let him take t^ and 
likewise hia scrip: and he 
that hath no sword, let him 
sell his garment, and buy 
one. 

87 For I say unto you, 
that this that is written must 
yet be accomplished in me, 
And he was reckoned among 
the transgressors: for the 
things concerning me have 
an end. 

38 And they said. Lord, 
behold, here are two swords. 
And he said unto them^ It 
is enough.

1012. 27 Then the soldiers ' 
of the goremor took Je- 
sus into the cominon hall, 
and gathered onto him 
the whole band ofM/Scit^. . 

1013. 28 And thej stripped; 
him, and put on him a i 
scarietrobe. | 



lOU. 29 And when theyj 
had platted a crown of 
thorns, thej pat it upon 
his head, and a reea in 
his right hand: and they 
bowed the knee before 
him, and mocked him, 
sajins. Hail, king of the 
Jews: 

1015. 30 And they spit 
upon him, and took the 
reed, and smote him on 
the head. 

1016. 31 % And after that 
they had mocked him, 
they took the robs off 
from him, and put his 
own raiment on him, and 
led him away to crucify 
him, 

1017. 32 And as they came 
out, they found a man of 
Cyreno, Simon by name: 
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39 And he came out, and 
went, as he was wont, to the 
mount of Olives; and his 
disciples also followed him. 

40 And when he was at 
the place, he said unto them. 
Pray that ye enter not into 
temptation. 

41 And he was withdrawn 
from them about a stone's 
cast, and kneeled down, and 
prayed, 

42 Saying, Father, if thou 
be willing, remove this cup 
from me: nevertheless not 
my will, but thine, be done. 

43 And there appeared 
an angel unto him from hea- 
ven, strengthening him. 



44 And being in an agony 
he prayed more earnestly: 
and his sweat was as it were 
great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. 

45 And when he rose up 
from prater, and was come 
to his disciples, he found 
them sleeping for sorrow, 



46 And said unto them, 
Why sleep ye ? rise and pray, 
lest ye enter into temptation. 
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him they compelled to 
bear his cross. 
1018. 33 And when they 
were come unto a place 
called Golgotha, that is 
to say, a place of a skull, 



1019. 34 They gave him 
yinegar to drink mingled 
with gall: and when he 
had tasted thereof^ he 
would not drink. 

1020. 36 And they cruci- 
fied him, and parted his 
garments, casting lots: 
mat it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the 
prophet. They parted my 
garments among them, 
and upon my vesture did 
they cast lots. 

1021. 36 And sitting down 
they watched him there ; 



1022. 37 And set up over 
his head his accusation 
written, THIS IS JE- 
SUS THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. 

1023. 38 Then were there 
two thieves crucified 
with him, one on the 
right hand, and another 
on the left. 



1024. 39 And they that 
passed by reviled him, 
wagging their heads, 
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47 And while he yet spake, 
behold a multitude, and he 
that was called Judas, one 
of the twelve, went before 
them, and drew near unto 
Jesus to kiss him. 

48 But Jesus said unto 
him, Judas, betrayest thou 
the Son of man witn a kiss ? 



49 When they which were 
about him saw what would 
follow, they said unto him, 
Lord, shall we smite with 
the sword ? 



50 And one of them smote 
the servant of the High 
Priest, and cut off his right 
ear. 

51 And Jesus answered 
and said. Suffer ye thus far. 
And he touched his ear, and 
healed him. 

52 Then Jesus said unto 
the Chief Priests, and cap- 
tains of the temple, and the 
elders, which were come 
to him, Be ye come out, as 
against a thief, with swords 
and staves ? 

53 When I was daily with 
you in the temple, ye 
stretched forth no hands 
against me: but this is 
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1026. 40 And saying, Thou 
that destroyest the tem- 
ple, and buildest it in 
three days, save thyself. 
If thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the cross . 

1026. 41 Likewise also the 
Chief Priests mocking 
him, with the Scribes and 
elders, said, 

1027. 42 He saved others ; 
himself he cannot save. 
If he be the King of Is- 
rael, let him now come 
down from the cross, and 
we will believe him. 

1028. 43 He trusted in God; 
let him deliver him now, 
if he will have him : for 
he said, I am the Son of 
God. 

1029. 44 The thieves also, 
which were crucifi ed with 
him, cast the same in his 
teeth. 

1030. 45 Now from the 
sixth hour there was 
darkness over all the land 
imto the ninth hour. 



1031. 46 And about the 
ninth hour Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, sayiug, 
Eli, Eli, lama sabach- 
thani ? that is to say. My 
God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me ? 

1032, 47 Some of ttiem 
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your hour, and ihe power of 
darkness. 

5i Then took they hun, 
and led Atm, and brought 
him into the High Priest's 
house. And Peter followed 
afar off. 

55 And when they had 
kindled a fire in the midst 
of the hall, and were set 
down together, Peter sat 
down among them. 

56 But a certain maid be- 
held him as he sat by the 
fire, and earnestly looked 
upon him, and said, This 
man was also with him.

1033. 48 And straightway 
one of them ran, and took 
a spungc, and filled it 
with vinegar, and put U 
on a reed, and gave him 
to drink. 

1034. 49 The rest said, Let 
be, let us see whether 
Ellas will come to save 
him. 

1035. 50 Jesus, when he 
had cried again with a 
loud voice, yielded up 
the ghost. 

1036. 51 And behold, the 
veil of the temple was 
rent in twain from the 
top to the bottom; and 
the earth did quake, and 
the rocks rent ; 

1037. 52 And the graves 
were opened ; and many 
bodies of the saints which 
slept arose. 



1038. 53 And came out of 
the graves after his resur- 
rection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared 
unto many. 

1039. 54 Now when the 
centurion, and they that 
were with him, watching 
Jesus, saw the carth- 
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and looked upon Peter. And 
Peter remembered tiie word 
of the Lord, how he had 
said unto him, Before the 
cock crow, thou shalt deny 
me thrice. 

62 And Peter went out, 
and wept bitterly. 



63 And the men that 
held Jesus mocked him, and 
smote him, 

64 And when they had 
blindfolded him, they struck 
him on the face, and asked 
him, saying. Prophesy, who 
is it that smote tnee? 

65 And many other things 
blasphemously »pake they 
against him. 



66 And as soon as it was 
day, the elders of the people 
and the Chief Priests and 
the Scribes came together, 
and led him into their coun- 
cil, saying, 

67 Art thou the Christ? 
tell U8. And he said unto 
them, If I tell you, ye will 
not belieye : 

68 And if I also ask you, 
ve will not answer me, nor 
let me go. 
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quake, and those things 
that were done, they 
feared greatly, saying, 
Truly this was the Son 
of God. 

1040. 55 And many women 
were there beholding afar 
oflf, which followed Jesus 
firom Galilee, ministering 
unto him :

1706 The Israelites multiply in Egypt and begin to be 
persecuted. 

1571 Moses bom, and is protected by Pharaoh's daughter. 

1531 Moses, 40 years old, slays an Egyptian and flees 
into the land of Midian «- Marries Zipporah, 
daughter of Jethro, a priest. 

1491 Moses sent by God to deliver the Israelites from 
bondage by divers signs and wonders — The 
Passover instituted —The Ten Commandments 
given at Mount Sinai. 

1452 The Promised Land defined, and the names of the 
men appointed to divide it. 

1451 Moses died, aged 120 years, with fall unimpaired 
faculties, and his place of sepulchre was not 
known. 

1426 Joshua the son of Nun died, 110 years old.

1085 David, son of Jesse in a direct line from Abraham, 
bom at Bethlehem Judah. 

1048 David made ^ng of Israel, reigned 40 years. 

1033 Solomon, son of David and Bathsheba, oom. 

1008 Solomon completes the Temple. 

1004 Solomon dedicates the Temple, and invokes a sub- 
lime blessing, with prayers and sacrifice. 
955 Asa reigns in Judah. 
914 Jehoshaphat his son succeeds. 
726 Hezekiah began to reign at 25 years of ase. 
713 Invaded by Sennacherib, King of Assyria, whose 
army is destroyed by God, in whom King Heze- 
kiah puts his trust. 
698 Manasseh, 12 years old, began to reign and reigned 
fifty-five years, rebuilding the altars and estab- 
lisning the grossest idolatry —passing his children 
through the fire, and doing worse than the 
heathen — but when afflicted he humbled himself 
and repented, and God in his mercy was en- 
treated of him. 
641 Josiah was eight years old, and reigned 31 years, 
restoring the true worship of God, and removing 
all idolatry.
